“1*11 have to lock myself away from everyb ody every 
night lor a week until I finish marking a mammoth pile 
of papers. 
And there are monthly reports and a lot of 
red tape b ookkeeping to which I ought to devote several 
perfectly good hours this week. 
I haven’t dared to look 
into the current magazines that came in today's mail, 
l« *st I b e tempted to read instead of perform this drudgery 
that lies b efore me on my desk.” 
The speaker was a school teacher, an 
intelligent, 
capab le woman, keenly alive to world prob lems and pro­ 
gressive movements. 
She teaches deb ating and essay 
writing and social prob lems to high school b oys and girls, 
and they love the work. 
She teaches them ideals of 
honesty and fair play, of amb ition and success, of true 
Americanism and other living sub jects not found in the 
tex t, b ooks. 
Yet she has to give many of her precious 
evenings to marking papers and much of her strength and 
energy to b ookkeeping after her teaching is done.

“leisure" is a joke. She snatches It at rare intervals from 
the round of ex tra activities that come to her outside 
of teaching hours. 
She has io postpone her own reading

Til miles, or anywhere near that distance, is a structural 
triumph.

Having said so mueli, we can give the Germans no 
further credit.

tb is e a se the shells themselves are so small, comparative­ 
ly, that they do no more damage than b omb s dropped 
from airplanes or Zeppelins. 
The gun has b een made and used, it seems, merely 
as an instrument of the murderous hate which has char­ 
acterized most of the recent German innovations. 
It is 
one more wav to murder helpless noncomb atants, one 
more trick on the part of the scientific b rute to frighten 
a city and a people that refuse to b e frightened. .

The net result of six days of 
fighting

seems that the kaiser has spent 
his money and his people's lives 
for nothing, it is possib le that the 
gaining of this small 
stretch 
of 
new territory, unless the Allies 
should win it b ack b y a counter 
offensive, will 
b e used to rein­ 
spirit the masses of the German 
people, b ut even this is a doub t­ 
ful advantage, when every part, of 
the empire will feel the b low of 
the casulty list. 
If 200,000 men 
have fallen, as seems likely, from 
among the German armies, it will 
not seem an equivalent 
to 
the 
villagers of the Elb e valley and 
the upland of Sax ony, 
that 
ihe 
junkers have taken 
a 
strip 
of 
land of perhaps 300 square miles 
in the north of France. 
Considering the political situa­ 
tion as it was a week ago, it was 
worth while for the kaiser to try 
to “get to P aris” or to try to 
reach the channel ports to cut off 
die flow of supplies from 
Eng­ 
land to the British army, or even 
perhaps, to reach Amiens and cut 
the network 
of 
communications 
that spreads b etween the British 
and French capitals. But in any 
such b old thrust, he has failed. 
To succeed, he would have not on­ 
ly to have advanced, b ut to have 
advanced with 
such 
a 
strong 
thrust 
that 
(he 
enemy 
woidd 
have b een shattered and unnerv­ 
ed. permitting the German gener­ 
als time to estab lish their lines 
cf communications without inter­ 
ference from the Allies. The con­ 
test did not take any such turn, 
li is comparab le very closely to 
the advance on the Somme and on 
toward Camb rai b y the Allies in 
19 16, which cost the Allies more 
than it was worth.

NO R B P U b l|C A N ) 
deadlock and the fate of the war 
left again the national struggle 
of economic and industrial polit­ 
ical forces. 
For this struggle, 
the

half ago. The straitened financial 
condition of the Allies compelled 
the drive in 19 16. 
The apathetic 
and poverty stricken condition of 
the German 
masses 
compelled 
the 
present 
German 
drive—a 
drive designed to win a victory 
for the kaiser b efore the 1’nited 
States could really get. into action. 
The prostration of Russia has not. 
b een 
the 
advantage 
that 
the 
Germans hoped it would b e. With 
the drive deadlocked, we can look 
cheerfully upon a victory for the 
Allies issuing from the maelstrom 
of this terrib le struggle. 


It needs, however, b ut a consid­ 
eration of the size of the pres­ 
ent German army to realize the 
enormous prob lem that faces the 
Allies. 
Even 
deadlocked, 
this 
great mass of 
trcops 
must

reckoned with. 
The Allies must 
not only defeat 
the 
Germans— 
they must make the victory se­ 
cure b y having force enough on 
hand to make orderly their con­ 
trol of the war area

When the German 
empire collapses, the land will 
b e wrecked far and wide. Where 
the only order that is known is 
the kaiser's order, ihe fall of the 
kaiser is b ound to b ring anarchy 
b eside which the b reak-up of the 
Russian empire will b e a peace­ 
ful revolution.

W e assume all risk of sugar bringing less than 7 ^c 
but the beet grower gets still higher prices if sugar brings more than that price.

In other words, the 1918 contract guarantees the grower as much for 9 tons of beets as he was 
for­ 


merly guaranteed for 15 tons. 
The increase almost equal the operating cost of growing an average 
crop, and exceeds such cost on some of the higher tonnages. 


The price to be received for practically all other crops is entirely speculative, but under this con­
